produce on any wheel a weight of more 
than SCO pounds for each inch of width 
of ihe tiro, and in no case may the 
totnl weight exceed 14 ions. 


Yesterday nine truck operators were 


before the Dedham court on charges 
of ovcrlon.IlnB: eight were found guil- 
ty, and one defaulted. Today six oth- 
ers are being tried in the Waltham 
court. 


Extremely hot weather causes the 


macadam binder on slate highways to 
soften, and heavy loads passing over It 
not only cause little ruts In the sur- 
face, but also disturb the stones upon 
which the surface is laid. 
Displace- 


ment of the stones causes permanent 
Injury to the road, bringing aboui that 
"wavy" surface 10 which every motor- 
ist objects.

Mr. Porter directs tho operator to halt 
Then he applies a loadometer first to 
one axle and then to the other, and 
immediately learns the weight of the 


If It Is In excess or fourteen, 
load. 
Mr. Operator is notified tp explain mat- 
ters to the Judge. 


The state of .Maryland has been con- 


ducting a similar campaign for the en- 
forcement of Its law, which establishes 
the weight' limit at ten tons, four less 
than ara allowed in this state. 
In 


Maryland, whenever an operator 
IB 


found with an overloaded truck, he is 
required to remove the excess weight, 
leaving it at the side of the road un- 
til he can return or send another truck 
for It. 
' It Is hoped that It win not he neces- 
tary to lake this step in Massachu- 
setts, but It will probably follow 
if 


truck owners and operators continue 
to Ignore the law.

DESTROY HIGHWAYS 


(Special to The Sun) 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, Aug. <.—Dll- 


covery that thousands

ways during the recent hot weath- 
er by overloaded trucks has caused the 
slate department of public works to in- 
augurate a campaign for the enforce- 
ment o[ tho loading law. 


This law. passed in 1317, provides 


that no truck may bo so loaded as to 
produce on any wheel a weight of more 
than SOD pounds for ench Inch of width 
of the tire, and in no case may the 
total weight exceed 14 tons. , 


Yesterday nine truck operators were 


before the Dedham court on charges 
of overloading: eight were found guil- 
ty, ana one defaulted. Today six oth- 
ers are being tried in tho Waltham 
court. 


Extremely hot weather causes the 


macadam binder on state highways to 
soften, and heavy loads passing over it 
not only cause little ruts In the sur- 
face, hut also disturb the stones upon 
which the surface is laid. 
Displace- 


ment of the stones causes permanent 
injury to the road, bringing about that 
"wavy" surface to which every motor- 
ist objects.

eventually returns to Us proper condi- 
tion, but the stones never go back Into 
their proper places.

When- 
ever a suspicious looking truck 1* seen, 
Mr. Porter directs tho operator to halt. 
Then he applies a loadometer dm to 
one axle and. then to the other, and 
Immediately learns the weight of the 
load. 
If It is in excess of fourteen. 


Mr. Operator Is notified to explain mat- 
ters to the judge. 


The state of Maryland has been con- 


dueling a similar campaign for the en-. 
; forcement of its law. which establishes 


the weight limit at ten tons, four less 
than nr» allowed In this state. 
In 


Maryland, whenever an operator 
ia 


found with an overloaded truck, he Is 
required to remove the excess weight, 
leaving It at the side of the road un- 
til he can return qr send another truck 
for II.

It is hoped that It will not be neces- 


sary to take this step In Massachu- 
setts, hut it will probably follow If 
truck owners and operators continue 
to ignore the law.
